good gowns, "lately landed," I was sur- 
prised, in spite of previous knowledge, 
at the popularity of moire antique for 
dressy afternoon wear. 
Heavy silks

their affections to. These silks are re- 
quired to be of solid color, black by pref- 
erence and moire antique very especial- 
ly. Perhaps wine color ranks next to 
Olack; the old-fashioned shade, old 
enough to belong1 to the dajs "when 
blue « as blue," as a woman said despair- 
ingly the other day, and "noboclj asked 
whether you meant ciel or peacock or 
ponder or which one of twenty other 
kinds." 


Wine-colored silk can be had figured; 


few other silks in daylight tints can. 
"Jly dear, they are not worn," a de- 
voted dressmaker remarked the other 
day 
in a tlhat-settles-it tone.

accepted as desirable combinations 
for falling or carriage dresses or for af- 
ternoon receptions.

leader, who gives musical afternoons 
and calls them, after the French man- 
ner, matinees, there was an immense 
crowd vesterday. The programme was 
an excellent o.ie and the dining-room 
furnished a pleasant retreat to those 
who tired of the dulcet sounds of piano 
or \oice. The guest of the afternoon, 
a young French countess, was elabor- 
ately dressed in pale gray silk and 
made the millinery hit of the occasion.

chiffon sashes. Their hats were of pir.k 
velvet, trimmed with black tips and 
with black velvet under the brim. 


Among the guests was a beautiful 


amethyst-tinted peau-de-scie gown, ar- 
ranged with black and emerald embroi- 
dery, and with old Brussels lace on 
both skirt and bodice. A becoming vel- 
vet toque of the same shade as the 
gown was trimmed with white ostrich 
feathers and shaded chrysanthemums.

MACHINE TO KNEAD DOUGH. 


Inffenloua Device Now Being Opera- 


tea In CUIcaeo. 


An odd new cor-trhance has been In- 


vented for kneading itough. The device 
is said by the proprietor of the West 
Bide bakery where it is in operation to 
be perfect in nearly every particular. It 
doeb the work of top men or more and 
does it more cleanly and perfectly 
"When seen in operation the other day 
by a repre^eutatne of the Chronicle it 
waa kneading the pirces of dougb anu 
shaping them for lor.Tes at the rate ol 
over 2,000 nn hour. 


The little machine (lid not look ns 11 


it w ould weigh over 200 pounds, but It 
wan doing nn amount of work that 
would be creditable for a two-ton ma 
chine. It was clcva-ecl so that the bot 
torn was as high as the table on whieli 
the bread pans rested. 1 he top rose tc 
rbout tbc height of a man's head. The 
otlvor dimensions of the machine were 
Mualler still. It was about a,s broad and 
deep as a loaf of bread is long. At the 
top was a trap door, which opened 
downward at regular intervals fordrop 
ping the dough. On this door a man 
placed a piece of douph the right size 
for a loaf of bread as often as tin1 pieces 
were dropped. As the dough fell from 
the door it dropped between two rapid 
ly revolving roller^. The dough wns 
passed through two pairs of roller'. ,ir 
ranged vertically. \\ hen it left the last 
pair it was only an eighth of an incli 
in thickness. As it fell from the last 
pair it dropped upon a rapidly moving 
canvas. Two rollers over which the 
canvas 
moved 
automatically 
ap- 


proached each other and then receded, 
making the ram as fall into a pocket 
form for a moment, nncl then straight- 
en out sufficiently for a man 1o insert 
his hand. This motion rolled the doucli 
tip into cylindrical form. Then, as the 
rollers moved apart a work-man insert 
ed his hand and removed the roll. 


It is claimed for the process that it i« 


the best that has ever been invented for 
kneading dough. The rollers pr^ss the 
dough so hard that almost rvrry atom 
of gas is squce7ed out. an 1 tlie sub- 
stance is made of uniform consiste-icv 
throughout. 
It obviates the nccc^sitv 


for n great deal of hand kneading and 
handling which would otherwiscbeun- 
avoidablo. The machine is, operated by 
only one-half bnrsc power and can be 
geared up to knead over 4.000 pieces of 
dough in an hour.—Chicago Chronicle,
